Here, 
feys he, Nood Weftaiiniter- Hall which 
was built a thoufand years ago by Wil- 
liam Rufus ; at the weft end of it was 
the courts of juftice: A little beyond 
you fee an old wall, that was part of 
the two houfes of parliament, from 
Wheace, in virtuous times, their refo- 
lutions made the waild tremble.

not, for feveral ages, had any exiftence, 
it being a name without a reality ; for 
that the kingdom has not had a trea- 
fury fince the reign of Henry the 1e- 
ventht He took us next where had 
ftood feveral fquares, but their names 
had not come down tobim. From 
thence ve paffed on to what he called 
the inns of court, which were the only 
places we beheld with pleafure, becaufe 
there was not left one ftone upon ano~ 
ther, being all overgrown with trees 
pofi-ffed by rooks. 

St. Paul’s next prefented itfelf to our 
views this indeed, had, in great mez- 
fure, refitted the fythe of time, for its 
walls are fill entire ; the eaft endenty 
hath fuffered, and the cupula fallen 
down.
